Forest Flames 


Continue Their 
Border Rampage 


(By The Associated Press) 
Forestry officials watched anxi- 


ously today for "critical develop- 
ments as forest fires fanned into 
-new life by strong winds, 
ate 


through peat, brush and timber 
along both sides of the Minne- 
sota-Ontario border. 
In their wake the flames left 


20 persons dead, many badly In- 
jured, and uncounted 
thousands 


of dollars worth of damage to 
homes, farm lands and hay and 
timber crops. 


The most devastating fires on 
the Canadian side of the border 
were reported from Dance town- 
ship, west of Fort Frances, Ont. 
It was In that section that 17 
settlers were burned to death. 


Little 
Fork, 
Minn., south of 
International Falls, was the cen- 
ter, of the danger zone on the 
American 
side of 
the 
border. 
Three 
American 
fire 
fighters 


have lost their lives during the 
long battle with the widespread 
fires, which have blackened scat- 
tered areas from Warroad, Minn., 
eastward to the 
Messabe 
iron 
range.

SPECTACULAR HE 


STILL RAGING IN 


OIL TANK VILLAGE 


DAMAGE ESTIMATED AT MIL- 


LION DOLLARS HAS AL- 


READY RESULTED 


LINDEN, N. J., Oct. 13.— 


A raging fire, which destroyed 
millions of gallons of oil, kerosene 
and gasoline and Injured a score 
of men, was smothered under con 
trol today, leaving eight acres of 
a refining company's "tank farm" 
a field of charred, twisted girders. 


Linden Fire Chief 
Frank T. 


Miller, who estimated damage at 
"more than 
$1,000,000," said the 


fire had finally 'been localized to 
one 1,544,000-gallon tank of fuel 
oil. Approximately 20 other tanks 
were destroyed by explosion and 
flames. 


The weary army of firemen and 


volunteers battled the vast tongues 
of 
flame and 
clouda of greasy, 


black smoke until dawn this morn- 
Ing as the fire raged through the 
heart of one of the world's great- 
est refinery centers. 


Powerful 
searchlights 
pointed 
the way for rivers of water and 
fire-smothering foam poured by 
fire-fighters 
into eight acres of 


bursting tanks 
and 
plazing oil 


during the early morning hours in 
the Inferno that was the Cities 
Service company "tank village" 
near here. 


A crowd of 35,000 had watched 
In awe for hours as an estimated 
10,000,000 gallons of 
oil 
went 


up in flames, 500 feet high, caus- 
ing damage unofficially estimated 
at $1,000,000. 


The spectacular fire, accompan- 


ied at the start by explosions as 
one after another of nearly 
all 


of 22. tanks in the oil field were 
ignited, could be seen for more 
than 10 miles. 


S. P. Keator, superintendent of 
the Cities Service 
plant, 
an- 
nounced that by 4 a. m. (CST) 
the fire was under control and 
the danger past, although the oil 
still blazed fiercely. 


Virtually helpless in their strug- 
gle to extinguish the holocaust, 
firemen and assistants from many 
municipalities turned their efforts 
to confining the conlagratlon to 
the single unit of the oil field. 
Threatened continually were the 


Cities Service's adjacent distillery 
field of 30 other and larger fuel 
tanks "as well as plants of the 
Sinclair Oil Company and 
the 
American 
Cynamlde company. 


A short distance away is locat- 
ed tho huge refinery of the Stand- 
ard 
Oil company with 
its 800 
tanks. 


Two score fire-fighters were in- 
jured, none seriously, and com- 
pany officials said it was a 'mir- 
acle" that no one was killed with 
the fire started suddenly with ex- 
plosion of a 1,680,000 gallon tank 
vnstcrday.

KOMAROM, Hungary (On the 


Czechoslovak Border), Oct. 13.—(IP) 
—It was announced at 6:05 p. m. 
today (11:05 a. m. CST) that Czecho- 
slovakia's answer to a Hungarian 
ultimatum for acceptance of Hun- 
gary's territorial demands by 6 
p. m. would be given at 7 p. m. 


No reason for the one hour de- 


lay was given. 
A hlRh Hungarian official source 
asserted 
that Hungary probably 


would order army mobilization to- 
night if tho demands were rejected. 
Members of the Hungarian dele- 
gation said hope for an agreement 
had virtually been abandoned. Hun- 
garian delegates packed their bags 
and boarded the 
Danube 
rivet 


steamer Zsofia, where they wore 
Joined 
by Koloman 
von Kanya, 
Hungary's foreign minister, who 
had arrived from Budapest to re- 
ceive the Czechoslovak reply. 
The steamship was ready to leave 


Immediately for Budapest. 
During the day both Czechoslo- 


vak and 
Hungarian troops were 


moved toward tho already heavily- 
garrisoned border. 
Hungarians believed there was 


little likelihood that Czechoslovaks 
would offer sufficient new conces- 
sions to satisfy the Hungarian de- 
mands.

FACING CALAMITY 


SURPLUS COMMODITIES, AS 
THEIR ONLY FOOD SUPPLY, 


MAY BE CUT OFF 


AUSTIN, 
Oct. 
13—(XP)—More 


than 60,000 destitute persons In 
Texas face a calamity this winter 
In that surplus commodities, their 
only source of food, may ba cut 
off In February, Adam R. Johnson, 
director of relief, said today. 
Johnson said the Texas relief 


commission, now the board of con- 
trol, would on Feb. 1 be without 
funds to continue to aid the fed- 
eral govevrnment in the distribu- 
tion of surplus commodities, pur- 
chased with customs receipts. 
"Unless the legislative makes an 


emergency 
appropriation to keep 


us from 
going out of existence," 


Johnson said, "the feeding of the 
destitute, the CCC program and 
the WPA program will be cut off 
because 
the relief commission Is 


the only federally approved state 
bureau for certification of persons 
for commodities or work. 


'We have on hand about $3,000,- 


000 worth of surplus commodities 
and there will be more available. 
Since 
the 
commodities program 


was inaugurated, we have distrib- 
uted more than $25,000,000 worth 
of food. 
The counties are 
de- 


pending on us for this help, the 
only aid-the federal government 
now gives to the destitute," the 
director said. 


Johnson said 60,000 were already 


on tho rolls and the list was grow- 
ing. 
He said every effort was bo 


ing made to adequately distribute 
clothing-,

"manifestly not a unl-lateral prob- 
lem." 


"Obviously Its bl-lateral," Lewis 


said, "and 
the same suggestion 


would apply to Mr. Green whose 
recent ferocity seems to know no 
bounds. 


"In any event, I think It worth 


trying. 


"I advise I'm willing' to resign 


today or tomorrow or any day 
thereafter 
as 
chairman 
of 
the 


Committee for Industrial 
Organi- 


zation If Mr. Green Is willing sim- 
ultaneously to resign ns president 
of the American Federation of 
Labor. 


"It then may be possible for the 


remaining leaders of the Federa- 
tion of Labor and the CIO to con- 
clude a peace pact, In which event 
the contribution by Mr. Green and 
myself may be of some value." 


Doubts Sincerity. 
The Immediate reaction of Ar 


thur O. Wharton, an A. F. of L. 
vice president, to Lewis' proposal 
was: 


"I doubt his sincerity." 
Wharton said "About 18 months 


ago President 
Green offered 
to 


quit as A. F. of L. head and a 
committee worked for months to 
unite the two groups, but It was 
Mr. Lewis who finally 
blocked 


peace then." 


George M. Harrison, one of the 


A. F. of L.'s representatives on 
the committee to which Wharton 
referred, declined comment. 


A. F. Whitney, president of the 


Independent Brotherhood Railroad 
Trainmen, predicted the warring 
CIO and A. F. of L. camps would 
join forces within a year. 


"We have friends in both camps 


although affiliated with neither,' 
Whitney said. 
"Within 
a few 


months leaders on 
both sides 


should come to the realization that 
the Interests of labor and the pub- 
lic demand that both groups yield 
In connection with some points." 


Ready File Resignation. 
Lewis, speaking in a slow, de 


liberate voice, said If the Federa- 
tion's convention wants to accept 
his suggestion he Immediately upon 
such acceptance 
would 
file 
his 


own resignation with the CIO. 


The CIO chairman opened his 
remarks to newsmen by indirectly 
suggesting 
that 
the 
president's 


special commission which studied 
labor conditions in Great Britain 
and Sweden might well Investigate 
the situation In the United States 


"Our 
public 
commission 
has 


peered Into the mind behind the 
British monocle and has psycho- 
analyzed our Swedish friends," he 
said. "It does seem there's an ob- 
ligation to know and understand 
our own problems. 


"I think there is a Scriptural

Miss Sallle Mounger, principal 


of the O. M. Roberts grammar 
school of Teague, presided over 
the opening part of the evening, 
as the office of president was va- 
cated by the moving out of ths. 
county of M. D. Murphy, former 
Wortham 
superintendent, 
who 


lad been named to that office. In 
his stead, 
Superintendent Free- 


man of Wortham was unanlmous- 
,y elected, the group overriding 
his protests based on his newness 
to the county. 
Coach Bill Han- 


cock of Donle was named treas- 
urer, succeeding his 
predecessor 


at Donie, Earl Ward. 


A group of musical 
numbers 


were presented by Wortham stu- 
dent artists as a prelude to the 
principal address. 


Problems Fuclng Teachers. 


Superintendent Norwood 
held 
the attention of the assemblage 
throughout his talk on several of 
the problems facing teachers, ad- 
minlbtrators and the public. 
He 


named the teacher retirement acl 
as the most outstanding piece of 
legislation to face tho coming ses- 
sion of the legislature, averring 
that "It would appear that the 
teachers, after years of worth- 
while service, are entitled to the 
same consideration at the hands 
of the state as are the employees 
of railroads, oil companies, gov- 
ernment employees and others at 
tho hands of their employers." 


Touching on 
the 
question of 


teacher tenure, the speaker brought 
out the pros and cons of the ques- 
tion, citing some of the advan- 
tages derived and 
disadvantages 


found In those states where such 
a program has been adopted. He 
urged that the teachers be not 
mlaled 
Into 
supporting 
some 


scheme that would work 
more 


lardshlps upon them than benefits 


He Indicated that he was strong- 


ly in favor of a salary schedule 
for teachers based upon their ed- 
ucation 
and 
experience 
rather 


than upon the position to which 
they were elected. 
From that 


point he went on to state that 
"Education is and ought to be the 
function of the state rather than 
the community," basing his argu- 
ments in part upon the fact that 
every school is influenced by the 
standards 
and 
accomplishments 


of Its neighboring schools. 
He 


praised the P. T. A. organizations 
for their worry In seeing to it that 
more than the bare essentials and 
necessities belong In the school 
program. 
Although Texas does 


not rank too high upon the na- 
tional listing due to a number of 
weak spots, Superintendent Nor- 
wood declared that the Texas ed- 
ucational program waa equal to 
the best In the nation, and urged 
more 
pronounced state 
support 


tending toward elimination of the 
weak spots. 


National 
Youth Problem. 
Tho national youth problem was 


next brought Into the talk, the 
future facing more than 20,000,000 
boys and girls between the ages 
of 16 and 25, most of whom have 
mlnished high school, being the 
puzzle to work out. The speaker 
stated that "We, as teachers, are 
judged also by the marl: made 
out yonder by those twenty mil- 
lions." 
He contrasted tho oppor- 


tunities 
facing 
former 
genera- 


tions with those apparently facli'g 
the present younger group, men- 
tioning that formerly a person's 
native 
ability 
rather 
than 
his 


training brought early advance- 
ment, but that now we are trying 
to train all our youth to fill posi- 
tions of responsibility, and have 
raised artificial barriers of educa- 
tion and preparatory periods. 


The speaker closed his remarks 


with a.statement that he still be- 
lieved the American way was the 
best plan, but that all must worli 
and labor to make It work. 


Concluding the events of tho 


evening, President Freeman prais 
ed the address of Superintended 
Norwood, and added his bit in 
stressing the democratic principles 
In contrast 
to the dictatorships 


and Isms prevalent in parts o 
the world-

processing 
taxes Invalidated by tha supreme 
court In 1936. 
Funds raised by 
the taxes would supplement pres- 
ent farm subsidies. 
3. Greater emphasis, on .expand- 
ing domestic markets for surplus 
(arm products. 


4. Reorganization 
of the agri- 
culture department,.. announced a 
few days ago, for greater efficien- 
cy In serving farmers. 
. Assistants aald Wallace believed 
this program would fortify 
the 
administration against any pro- 
posals at the next session of con- 
gress for outright fixing of farm 
prices at sharply Increased levels.

CHEAPEST WAY TO 
FATTEN TURKEYS IS 


HANQEJND FEED 


COLLEGE STATION, Oct. 11.— 
(Spl.)—Cheapest way to 
fatten 
mature turkeys Is to allow them 
to range on green pasture and 
to feed them a scratch 
grain 


mixture made up of equal parts 
of corn, barley, wheat, and oats, 
according to George P. McCarthy, 
poultryman of the Texas A. and 
M. College Extension Service. 
Tests made 
by 
;the 
United 
Stata Department of Agriculture, 
and 
proven under 
field 
condi- 
tions by Texas poultry 
demon- 
strators show 
this combination 


of pasture and mixture of whole 
grain will add weight and finish 
In plenty of time for the Thanks- 
giving market, provided the birds 
are mature'and in good condition 
in late September. 
Either white or yellow corn 
may be used in the grain mix- 
ture. 
Excess yellow corn gives 
a yellow tinge to the turkey skin. 
While the 
skin will 
remain 


whiter when white corn is fed, 
birds on white corn must have 
plenty of green pasture to sup- 
ply the vitamin A otherwise re- 
ceived from yellow corn. 
Grain should be hopper fed 
and bo in front of the birds all 
of the time. For the last three 
weeks 
beore 
marketing, 
two 
feedings a day of oats soaked 
In water or skimmed milk may 
be given to Increase consumption. 
This should be fed In hoppers. 
Never feed more than the birds 
will clean up 
In an hour, Mc- 
Carthy says.

For proof, read any 'of the pop- 
ular 
novels or magazines. 
Tho 
latter havo offended so cgrcKlous- 
ly that often tho lax postal laws 
and 
some 
foreign 
nations, ban 


them. 
Even 
tho 
best 
of 
our 


current 
periodicals 
capitalize 
themes that have always 
been 
taboo In good society; and they 
sneer at 
tho 
gentle usages of 


refined 
life, and make a mock 
o( 
reverence 
and 
religion, 
or 
treat sacred 
things 
flippantly 
And 
the most sinister sign of 


all is that decent persons go on 
reading such publications. 


Nobody who uses his brain at 
all can havo failed to notice this 
trend. There are those who re- 
Bard It aa part of an organized 
propaganda to reduce the United 
States and Canada, to the level 
of godless Russia. 
Such alarm- 
ists say that the prevalent cor- 
ruption of standards is part of 
Communism's plot to destroy so- 
ciety; having a keen realization 
that It Is vain to break down 
the 
forms of civilization unless 


its inner springs aro diverted or 
polluted. The hearts as well ns 
the habits 
of 
life 
must 
be 
changed. 
Communism sees this 
truth as clearly as does Chris 
tlanity. 
Worsa Than Tobacco Road 
One night in New York I went 
to 
see tho 
heavily 
advertised 
play, "Tobacco Road," which is 
having the second longest run 
in the history of the stage. 
It 
was a horrible experience. The 
play professes to be a delinea- 
tion 
of the 
degeneracy of 
the 
Southern 
share-cropper—though 
all 
the 
filth-experts 
on 
Broad- 
way would rake the whole South 
in vain to find such types. The 
lewdness, the heaped-up and hair- 
raising profanity of 
the 
play 
cannot be matched in real life. 
I forced myself to stay through 
to the end, studying tho audi- 
ence as well as the actors; and1 
then I wanted a Turkish bath, 
•while 
there 
resounded 
in 
my 
brain, "Thou shall not take tho 
name of the Lord thy God in 
vain." 
More alarming to anybody who 
does even the minimum of so- 
cial 
thinking 
than 
"Tobacco 
Road" itself 
Is the grim 
fact 
that 
thousands, tens 
of thou- 
sands, 
hundreds of 
thousands, 
of persons have paid admittance 
fees 
to witness 
this perform- 
ance. If that is the sort of thing 
the public likes, then It is high 
time to be concerned about the 
public. If we are being led by 
the bottom, the top should wake 
up. 


The Life Blood of Society. 
As a whole, and one by one 


the Ten Commandments are the 
lifeblood of society. They reach 
down to the springs of charac- 
ter and conduct. They are God's 
design for living. And, because 
planned with 
infinite 
wisdom, 
they put first of all the grand 
motivation—man's 
attitude 
and 
relation 
toward God. The 
ar- 
chaeologists have dug up other 
codes of laws older than 
the 


Mosaic; 
but 
they passed away 
with their nations. 
The Deca- 
logue has survived all the muta- 
tions of time and change, and 
applies always and everywhere.

TOKYO, "Oct. 12.—W— 


The Japanese government 
today 
urged 
the 
United 


States and other powers to 
"refrain as far as possible 
from moving troops, war- 
ships and aircraft in South 
China" in view of the land- 
ing of a Japanese expedition, pre- 
sumably for a drive on Canton. 


Notes were sent to the Tokyo 


embassies of the principal powers 
asking for co-operation in pre- 
venting of Incidents In connection 
with the South China campaign. 


The notes designated the area 


between Hwaton, 200 miles north- 
cast of Hongkong, and Pakhoi, 
about 350 miles southwest of that 
British colony, as the area in 
which neutral powers were to re- 
frain from moving their forces. 


Japan asked that ten days' no- 
tice be given the Japanese com- 
mand if "sheer'.necessity should 
compel" such movements. 


(A Hongkong dispatch said that 
the United States gunboat Minda- 
nao, 
with Captain John T. G. Sta- 
pler, commander 
of the 
South 


China patrol, pn board, had arriv- 
ed at Hongkong to provision and 
would return to Canton shortly. 
Presumably such movements come 
within the scope of the Japanese 
warning.)
